It was in fomantic and artistic 
France: that the Proposal was first 
made and acted upon to bury with all 
manner of pomp and honor, the body 
of an unknown poila in a’ national 
shrine. ‘The idea, so noble in its sim- 
plicity, so just and right in its appre- 
ciation of those who really won the 
war, has been followed in England. 
There have been many great f 
processions in Westminster Abbey, 


in day’a gone by~has made such an 
appeal to the Anglo-Saxon imagina- 
tion the wide world over as that which 
took place on Armistice Day, when 
the body of an unknown British Sol- 
dier, exhumed from a battlefield of, 
Flanders, was borne through the 
streets of London and laid to reat with- 
| in‘ Weatminster’s-hallowed walls. 

The funeral procession, viewed by 
hundreds of thousands of Londoners, 
passed down the Mall to Whitehall. 
As chief mourner, and representing 
the whole nation, the king walked be- 
hind the gun carriage on which swath- 
ed in the folds of the flag which he 
died tq aave, lay the casket containing 
the remaina of tiie unknown sol- 
dier who represented in symbol the 
hundreds of thousands of privates who 
died that England and freedofif might 
live. Behind the king marched Brit. 
ish fiéld-marshals and admirals who 
acted as pallbearers. Behind them ag- 
ain marched columns of soldiers and 
sailors with arms reversed. When the 
cortege reached the site of the ceno- 
taph, His Majesty unveiled that great 
memoria] which Britain has erected to 
the undying memory of those who fell 
in the war. 

This ceremony was brought to its 
close with the “Lest Post” and the 
procession continued on its way to the 
Abbey. There, with all imaginable 
solemnity, the burial service was re- 
' cited, the casket was lowered into the 
peeks and the reveille was sounded. 

At the same time that the sound of 


Gothic arches in Britain’s campo san 
to, of the dead, a field marshall’s sal- 
ute was fired on the Horse Guard’s 
/Parade. This last honor conferred up- 


|! on this unknown soldier, as though he 


had been a prince of the human race, 
was no doubt, the finest mark of dis- 
tinction in the historic memory. 

The English people have a genius 
for doing things in fitting style. There 
| is no two opinions about the suitabil- 
ity of Great Britain's acknowledgment 
of her debt to the anonymous heroes 
| of the Great War. Even the firing of 
| the field marshall's salute was not an 
exaggeration, for without the strong 
arms and etronger hearts of the ob- 
scure privates in the ranks, how could 
the best dispositions of field marshals 
and generals have availed. 

It is likely that the examples set by 
Great Britain and France will be fol- 
lowed in other lends. Portagal intends 
to remember her unknown soldiers tn 
this impressive Way. The veterans of 
Winnipeg are also petitioning the 
Manitoba government to have the body 
of one of their deed comredes brought 
from Flanders and buried with all due 
honor on the grounds of the new cap- 
itel and a monument erected over his 
grave.

Britain’s Way 


Great Britain has been more patient 
than’ usual, but#she has at last had 
the satisfaction of making Mexico 
eome to terms for the assassination 
of William S. Benton. Benton was 
murdered at the hands of bandits near 
Juarez in 1914. There is some uncer- 
tainty as to the manner of Benton’s 
taking-off. He visited Villa’s camp 
to protest in true British style against 
the injustices perpetrated by that 
scoundrel in the district in which Ben- 
ton lived. He was either shot by Vil- 
personally or was. executed on his 
orders. When a British subject is 
far from home, he knows that the 
might of the Empire: is behind him, 
That his person is sacrosanct. In the 
remotest corners of the earth, with 
the possible exception-of Bolshevik Ru- 
ssia, Great Britain has always visited 
with sure punishment the ‘nation, tribe 
or individual that insults her honor 
by killing one of her subjects.

When Uncle Sam called on Carranza 
te enquire into the death of Benton, 
a British subject, he éxhonerated Vil- 
la. But the British government was 
not satisfied. Recognition of Mexico 
was witheld by the imperial authorit- 
ies, and the foreign office has never 
allowed this ease to rest. And now a 
new government is in command in 
Mexico, has wrung from the Mexican 
treasury an indemnity of $10,000 to 
be paid to Benton’s Widow and an en- 
gagement to pay her a pension of 
$2.60 a day as long as Bhe lives. 

It is questionable Whether this set. 
tlement will! satisfy English public op- 
inion, for the punishment of the guilty 
person or persons has not been insist- 
ed upon. But the widow of the mur- 
dered man will realize that good old 
Britain is behind her gong in the far- 
thest parts of the world. It can also 
be confidently predicted day-of recon- 
ing will come for even the ‘Russian 
assassins of Englishmen.
